Got Drunk Doing Duty. 

The case was taken into the federal 
courts on the novel plea, supported 
by defense affidavits, that the two de- 
fendants had become drunk “in the 
Ry ee of duty.” It was alleged 
that they took too many drinks while 
engaged in snooping in the guise of 
prospective liquor dealers in order to 
get evidence against bootleggers. 

There are really two defendants in 
the case. They are George Hudson 
and M. P. Farley. The two were ar- 
tested early last April, accused of 
driving a government prohibition 
office automobile, with reckless aban- 
don, on the wrong side of the public 
highway and while intoxicated,” into | 
the car of E. P. Ingmire, who died of 
injuries received in the collision. 

The two were indicted for second 
degree murder and their case was 
taken into the federal court of Judge 
W. P. James. | 

Difference in Positions. 

There is a difference in the cases 
of the two men, accused of the same 
crime, This, difference is due to the 
difference in their employment, Hud- 
son is a regular prohibition’ employe. 
while Farley was known as a “dry 
spy,” a ten day” man. 

Because of this difference in employ- 
ment the federal Bovernment will con- 
centrate its efforts on the freeing of 
Hudson. He is defended by Assistant

E. G. Pipp, first editor of Ford's 
paper, charged that Ford not only had 
full knowledge of the attacks, but 
conceived and fostered them in an 
effort to take advantage of anti-Jewish 
prejudices in the rural district for the 
furtherance of Ford’s presidential am- 
bitions in 1920. 

Mr. Pipp's statement was in the form 
of an article to be published in the 
July 15 issue of the American Hebrew.

Never Far from Course. 


Gur chart shows in minute detail 
that we never were far from our de- 
termined course until we deliberately 
left that course to fly around Kauai 
and kill time so as to land at Wheeler 
field in daylight. 

And yet, for ail that our course was 
adhered to closely, these Hawaiian 
islands are mighty small dots on a

Woman's Head Found. 


Unt noon today the police were 
griving to find the missing head of 
Mrs. Bennett. They tore up the base- 
ment sewage system and grouped with 
wire hooks. Then a frightened track 
worker ran up to a policeman at 37th 
gweet and Fifth avenue, Brooklyn, 
two miles from the Prospect er mur · 
der scene. 

“There's a woman's head,” said the 
workinan. “It’s over there.” | 

The head was cruelly beaten. The 
right side of the face was crushed. 
Nearby lay wrapping paper and string. 
Dr. Martin at Kings county morgue 
examined the severed head, and at first 
thought it was the head of a woman 
younger than Mrs. Bennett, but finally 
decided that it was Mrs. Bennett’s 
head. 

Jest then word came that sewer 
men had dredged up a woman’s left 
foot and a mutilated right hand, part 
of &@ woman’s hip and viscera. Pre- 
viously they had carried away to the 
morgue four fingers from a woman's 
hand. Slowly the detectives, aided by 
physicians, pieced the bodies together. 

And at police headquarters they 
stubbornly flung questions at an 
equally stubborn suspect—stoic Lud- 
wig H. Lee, caretaker of little old Miss 
Brownell’s house. 

He is a bulky, bull necked, slow 
speaking Norwegian of thirty-eight. 
He has been the little spinster’s man 
Friday for a long time. He protests 


his innocence. 


Suspect Stubborn in Denial. 

“No, I did not kill her,” he mut- 
tered today. “‘She asked me to marry 
her. I said ‘No.’ Yes, I wanted her 
to take all her money out of the bank, 
go back to Oslo with me.”

Northern Bass 
End Spawning; 
Await Angler 


BY BOB BECKER. 

Fishermen should take their fly rods 
on trips into Michigan, Minnesota or 
Wisconsin bass country at this time of 
the year as angling for the bronze 
backs [always a more or less uncer- 
tain game during the spawning season 
of June and early July], should be at 
its best from now on. And there isn’t 
a sportier method of fishing than via 
the fly red and the bass bug. 
That the large and small mouth 
of northern lakes are not through spawn- 
ing or, in many lakes, are just leaving 
the spawning beds around July Fourth, 
was proved last week when we were 
looking over a number of lakes in north- 
ern Wisconsin. Checking on conditions 
with a number of guides and north woods 
residents, we found that in the shallower 
lakes the large mouths had moved off 
their beds but in others the fish had not 
laid all their eggs. | 
Under such conditions bass fishing | 
either via the bait or fly rod is not 100 
per cent, especially for fly fishing. The 
ideal set up for hooking lake bass on a 
fly or bug is to have the fish in fairly 
shallow water around lily pads, weed 
beds, logs, and other cover. Then you 
can ease along the shore and cast your 
lure toward the spots where bass usually 
are found. We have found the sunset 
hours the best for this sport, for the fish 
are moving from deep water into shallow 
water to feed. Lest summer this sched- 
ule worked to perfection and evening 
after evening we laid aside the bait rod 
for the fly rod to get large mouth bass 
from the shore line of our north woods

KICKS. HOLE IN 


MARKET

One of the largest users of street 
transportation in Chicago said to this 
writer the other day. “I am a pretty 
busy man. But every now and then 


a young salesman gets into me, to talk 
a new kind of truck. Motor companies 
ask to be allowed to design cars and 
trucks for our special uses.” 

“ Nobody has approached me with any 
propositions about designing wagons for 
our special needs. We still use some 
horse drawn equipment, but no horse 


Paisers ever canvass us—none seem to 


be concerned in devising better modes of 
handling horse traffic. The wagons and 
horse drawn equipment I see in the 
streets are apparently the same old lines 
which were used prior to the mo age. 

“So far as I can observe, n y is 
much concerned with 22 farm

Whether the horse can stand up against 
the motor is a question which is too big 
to thrash out here—that will be decided 
on highways and in the fields But if 
farmers were good as mass salesmen 
they would be doing something to show 
their wares. 
What they have lost in the fight be- 
tween horse and gas power may be indi- 


cated by these figures: 
Friends of the horse estimate on the 


basis of the census figures and later data 
that the number of horses and mules in 
nonagricultural work has declined by 
1,500,000 since 1910, Decline of horses 
on farms began later, but there has been 
a decrease of 3,200,000 horses on farms 
since 1920. 

What has this passing out of nearly 
5,000,000 grain and hay consumers meant 
to the grain market? Plenty! A work- 
img draft horse needs 25 bushels of corn, 
38 bushels of oats, and 3,400 pounds of 
hay or other forage a year, and two 
acres of pasture.
